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Callander is a market town of considerable size on the 
banks of the Teith amidst some of the beautiful scenery 
made famous by Sir Walter Scott in his “Lady of the 
Lake.” The town itself is picturesquely situated close to 
the water’s edge at the foot of thickly wooded hills 
known as “ the Crags.” The neighbourhood abounds in 
delightful excursions. 
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
